DOMESTIC NEW’S. 


D a n a a n d S o n 's V illa in o u s A tta c k o n th e 
G r a n t F a m ily . 


N e w Y o b k , November 22d.— The Times 
this morning devotes two of its u p w s col­ 
umns to an exposure of the Sun’s malig­ 
nant attack on the late General Grant’s 
family. In the matter of the Holmes un­ 
dertaking bill, of some details not hitherto 
published, it soys: “ They aid in more 
fully showing the motive and purpose of 
those who vindictively pursued ’ Grant 
while he was alive, and who, since his 
death, seem to have devoted themselves to 
the task of annoying the dead hero’s fam- 
ilyas much as the law will permit them to.” 
The 7imesthen publishes half a column in­ 
terview with Stephen Merritt, who had 
charge of the funeral, in which the latter 
says that $25 would have beeu an outside 
charge for Holmes’ service. 
The Commercial to-night stys editorially: 
The senior editor of the Sun, who was ab­ 
sent from the country at the time of the 
controversy, might not suffer so much in 
the estimation of the people had he the 
courage to apologize for his son’s ill-advised 
action in the matter. But, as he has chosen 
to ratify that action, he will be obliged to 
take the consequences. Dana, Junior’s, 
assertion that he paid the bill in order that 
the controversy over it might be averted, 
would have a trifle more weight if he had 
not taken the pains to start the controversy 
himself, and continue it at as great length 
as possible. Altogether, it is a wretched 
affair, but justice to the dead General’s 
family demands that the blame should he 
put where it belongs, and that is upon the 
shoulders of the Messrs. Dana.

ABSUBD CRITICISM. 
The Territorial Enterprise, published at 
"\ irginia, Nevada, is generally level­ 
headed and reasonable. In its issue of 
•Sunday, however, it goes wrong in an ab­ 
surd criticism. Under the heading, “ Cal­ 
ifornia’s Incompetent Judiciary.” it charges 
our Judges with derelictions and the laws 
delays, which in justice cannot he laid to 
the bench. For instance, it says: 
The other day a shyster who had been em­ 
ployed to defend Goldenson, the child-murderer, 
called in question the legal status of the Grand 
Jury which indicted his client. His fellow-pct- 
tifogger on the bench—after, we have no doubt, 
gravely adjusting bis spectacles and looking as 
wise as an owl—granted an adjournment on this 
ground. How is any criminal to be punished if 
a silly objection like this is to be looked upon 
favorably by the owlish incompetent on the 
bench ? 
Let the Enterprise another time adjust 
its brains before it rushes to conclusions. 
It knows, or ought to know, that the law 
made by the people, not by the Judge 
upon the bench, guarantees to every man 
charged with murder the right to challenge 
the Grand Jurors. They are the accusers 
for the people, and the laws of the' people 
declare that the motive actuating them 
may be inquired into, to the end that no 
man shall be put to trial through preju­ 
dice, frenzy, or any other motive than con­ 
servation of the public good ; that no man 
shall be brought to the bar except by those 
legally qualified to accuse him. Hence, it 
is that the accuser and the accused arc 
brought face to face on the demand of the 
accused, by special provision of the law. 
The Judge is as much bound to hearken to 
the challenge that the Grand Jury is ille­ 
gally constituted as to try the prisoner at 
all. 
That 
challenge 
preferred, 
he 
has 
no 
discretion 
to 
exercise ; 
he mnst summon the accuser to 
answer 
to the challenge 
of 
the 
defendant. 
In 
law 
men 
must 
be presumed to be innoceut until 
the contrary is proven. Goldenson, 
foul murderer as he is, is as much entitled 
to that presumption in his behalf—not for 
his sake, but for that of society—as one 
concerning whose guilt grave doubts may 
be entertained. If the Enterprise can 
demonstrate that it is safe to depart from 
that rule, it can revolutionize society. De­ 
parture from it, indeed, will remove every 
safeguard of organized government that 
now hedges about the life and property of 
the editor of the Enterprise, or insures the 
sacredness of his domestic castle. The 
law’s delays are bad enough, and too 
numerous. Tho- reverence for technicali­ 
ties has become an abuse. It aggravates 
the public and exasperates the multitude. 
But these things are mainly born of too 
much “ code,” and too much formality and 
statute machinery. No one more than we 
desires them to be remedied, or criminals 
to lie more speedily and certainly pun­ 
ished ; but there must be some orderly 
method of accomplishing these ends. The 
inalienable rights of men must be re­ 
garded, constitutional guarantees pre­ 
served, and guilty men punished with 
deliberation as well as severity. The En­ 
terprise, when it charges the judiciary of 
California with the law’s delays, should 
call to mind the fact that the judiciary is 
the child of the law, and the law is the 
voice of the people. They can amend or 
rejieal it; they are the sovereign; there is 
no earthly power superior to them. If, as 
our contemporary says, “ it is impossible 
for human ingenuity to construct a code in 
which ‘shysters’ and quibblers, who are 
actuated by no desire to reach the trutb, 
may not find a flaw," then it is equally im­ 
possible for judges and juries to attain per­ 
fection under any system. When it talks 
of “ the broad principle of universal justice 
underlying all written law,” it should 
also comment upon the fact that 
the application of the principle of specific 
cases must always be made by fallible 
men. AN hich does it think most in accord 
with human wisdom, and human rights, 
and human liberty and humanity—the sys­ 
tem under which men endeavor to formu­ 
late as best they can in written laws the 
“ broad, underlying principle of human 
justice,” or a system that would leave the 
application of “ universal justice” to the 
passions, prejudices or misconception or 
incompetency of individuals, unchecked 
by written guides ? The Enterprise belit­ 
tles itself by its absurd criticism ; it justi­ 
fies the suspicion that it caters to a sup­ 
posed popular clamor. It certainly is very 
broad of the mark in estimating the 
thought of the conservative, law-abiding, 
order-loving people. 
THE LATEST FB0K*THE ANARCHISTS. 
NVe can ven.- well believe the story that 
comes from Chicago, to the effect that the 
Anarchists have regained courage and are 
about to renew their “ agitation” in that 
city. All the indications since the con­ 
viction of the Haymarket assassins have ! 
pointed that way. The history of all ex- j 
tremist agitations of this character bears 
testimony to the pertinacity of the agi­ 


tators, and to what may be termed the 
desperation of their courage. No one 
should make the mistake of supposing that 
Anarchism can be kept under cow. Short 
of absolute extinction, it will always ino- 1 
lest and menace society. It is invested 
with a peculiar charm for the discontented 
and desperate. It lias a fascination for 
those who hope to reap without sowing, 
and to possess without earning. Its ad­ 
vocates appeal to the greed and the av­ 
arice of certain classes of men ; it fosters 
the envy, prejudices and hates of those 
who conceive success in life to be an of­ 
fense, and attained at the expíense of the 
unsuccessful. It has no true conception of 
human freedom, is devoid of regard for the 
Supreme Ruler, and lias no respect for 
[Hire religion, or for orderly government. 
It calls to its ranks the criminal class, the 
lawless and the outlaws, who, out of wreck 
and ruin hope to reap the gain of spolia­ 
tion. The reported scheme in Chicago is 
to wreck the water works by dynamite 
on some stormy night, fire the town, and, 
in the confusion, take possession of the city. 
All this is possible, except, pierhaps, the 
control of the city. Against such a plot 
it is almost impossible to wholly guard. 
The most that can be done is to redouble 
watchfulness and dog the stepis of all the 
known leaders in the infamous organiza­ 
tion that attempts to disguise assassina­ 
tion, arson, robbery and rebellion under 
the sounding title of “ The International 
NVorking People’s Association.” 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 
The annual report of the Postmaster- 
General for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1S8C, discloses the fact that ours is the 
most elaborate, extended and colossal 
postal service and machinery on the globe. 
For instance, the length of the railway 
service aggregates very nearly as much 
mileage as that of all other countries of 
the world combined. NVe have two-thirds 
more of postal stations, and the output of 
money for the maintenance of the system 
exceeds that of any other nation, and, ex­ 
cluding postal telegraphy, our revenue 
from the postal service is the greatest, 
while the mail matter handled in our 
service outweighs that of any other sys­ 
tem. NVe have over 5-1,000 postal stations 
and offices, of which 7,265 are money order 
offices. The report shows that the growth 
of the system continues and augments with 
remarkable speed. The free delivery serv­ 
ice has proven so successful that its expan­ 
sion keeps parallel with that of the growth 
of the whole system, as also does the 
money order system. Concerning the sjie- 
cial delivery service it is shown that the 
Government has profited to the extent of 
§27,0117 58. It would seem that some por­ 
tion of this profit might well be dispensed 
by according 
the 
special delivery 
messengers more liberal wages. It ill be­ 
comes the Government to cheapen labor 
as this service does ; the special delivery 
carriers are paid insufficiently. It is hu­ 
miliating to read in the report that while 
the Department lias sedulously preferred 
the steamships of the United States wher­ 
ever they sail, the greater proportion 
(about nine-tenths) of the foreign mails 
have been necessarily transmitted in for­ 
eign bottoms. For the year it appears 
that the expenses of the postal service ex­ 
ceeded the revenue by eight and a quarter 
million dollars. This is a gain over the 
loss in 1885 of 864,000, but is an increase 
over 18S4 of §3,062,000. But it is to l e 
remembered that in 1885 the reduction in 
the postage rate of first-class matter went 
into eflect, as also the increase of the 
amount of weight of such matter.

OBSEQUIES OF THE LATE PRESI­ 
DENT ARTHUR. 


A l t o g e t h e r too much fuss is being 
made over the dispute between James Rus­ 
sell Lowell and Julian Hawthorne. Haw­ 
thorne “ interviewed” Lowell, and pub­ 
lished the result in the New York World. 
Thereupon Lowell protested that he did 
not know he was being interviewed, much 
less for publication. But Hawthorne re­ 
torted that he stated to Lowell distinctly 
that he came to him for the express pur­ 
pose of gaining knowledge of Lowell’s 
views on certain matters for publication, 
and that he explicitly so informed the 
poet. This Lowell as hotly denies. The 
question has resolved itself into one of 
veracity between two men, both of wliem 
the public would like to believe. The “in­ 
terview” gave Lowell’s opinion of some 
tilings British, in very plain English, and 
in terms neither complimentary to Queen 
Victoria nor the Prince of Wales. There 
is one good that should result from the 
controversy ; it should make interviewer 
and interviewed hereafter more careful 
about their “understanding” of the pur- 
jioge of the “talk.” Unquestionably many 
a man has been “put into print” who had 
no idea whatever that his expressions 
were to be quoted as given in a voluntary 
“ interview.” 
Self-respecting journalists 
despise such methods, and look upon them 
as flatly dishonest. They bring reproach 
upon the profession and cultivate an an­ 
tagonism to newspapers that is justifiable. 
The newspaper man has no more right to 
pry into the private affairs and thoughts 
of a citizen, and to parade them without 
his consent, than he has to enter hi3 house 
by stealth and deceit, and expose the con­ 
cerns of the domestic hearth.

Unostentatious 
Ceremonies, 
but 
W idespread Sorrow Manifested 
Among the People. 


[BY TELEGRAPH TO THE BECOED-UNION.] 


New Y ork, November 22d.—All that was 
mortal of the late Chester A. Arthur, ex­ 
President of the United States, was to-day 
laid at rest at Rural Cemetery, at Albany. 
NVhile the occasion was characterized by 
the attendance of many distinguished per­ 
sons, there was less display than is cus­ 
tomary when one of such prominence 
passes away; but this was strictly in ac­ 
cordance w ith the desires of tne family of 
deceased. 
At an early hour crowds of 
people began to assemble in the vicinity of 
the Arthur residence, where the dead body 
of the ex-President of the United States 
laid in state. The day broke with a clear 
sky, presaging a pleasant day. Shortly 
after 7 o’clock a picked body of police, 
numbering 150, were posted along Lexing­ 
ton avenue, w.th directions to allow no 
vehicles to pass by the bouse. No people 
were allowed on the east side of the avenue 
from Twenty-eighth to Twenty-ninth 
streets, except those who had tickets of 
admission to ’.he house. Carriages began 
to arrive from every direction, and soon 
the side streets were tilled with them. By 
8 o'clock a vast throng, numbering many 
thousands of people, had gathered on the 
opposite side of the avenue,extending for a 
block or more in every direction. 
DISTINGUISHED VISITORS. 
President Cleveland and Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral Vilas arrived in a carriage direct from 
the train at 8:20 a. m., and entered the 
bouse of mourniug. Shortly after Gov­ 
ernor Hill and Judge NVilliam Muller ar­ 
rived and entered the house, followed by 
the Senate committee. By this time there 
was a mighty throng of people on the 
avenue, and the windows of every house 
were filled with sad faces. There were no 
services held at the house. The few friends 
present looked upon the face of the dead 
early in the morning, and the casket was 
closed for the last tune. At 8:30 the black 
casket, covered with palmetto leaves, sprays 
of violets and a wreath of white roses, was 
lifted by the undertaker's assistants and 
borne from the room. The silent form of 
Chester A. Arthur passed through the door 
of his earthly tenement for the last time 
and was reverently placed in the funeral- 
draped hearse. As the casket came in view 
of the people in the street, 
EVERY HEAD WAS BOWED REVERENTLY 
And many eyes filled with tears. Next 
came out of the residence Chester Alan 
Arthur, Jr., son of the ex-President. 
Leaning on his arin, clad in garments of 
mourning, was his sister, Miss Nellie Ar­ 
thur. They passed quietly to their car­ 
riage, accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. Mc­ 
Elroy. Then came Mrs. Caws, Mrs. Hayne- 
worth and Miss Arthur, sister ot the ex­ 
President, Postmaster Masten and his wife, 
of Cohoes, N. Y., with their son and 
daughter, President Cleveland, Postmaster 
General Vilas, General Maitin T. McMa 
hon and John H. Draper, Secretaries Bay­ 
ard, NVhitney and Lamar, the pall-bearers, 
ex-Postmaster-General Gresham, ex-Secre­ 
taries Lincoln and Chandler, ex-Assistant 
Postmaster-General Hatton, ex-Attorney- 
General Brewster, Lieutenant-General Sher­ 
idan, Dr. Cornelius R. Agnew, Cornelius 
N. Bliss, Robert G. Dun, General George 
Sliarpe, Charles L. Tiffany and Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, Chief Justice'NVaite and Jus­ 
tices Harlan and Blatchfordj Senators Ed­ 
munds, Sherman, Logan, Evarts, Hawley, 
Morrill, Vest and Gorman, General Stone 
and Governor Hill. 
The mourners filled twenty-five car­ 
riages, but over one hundred, "filled with 
friends who had been unable to gain.ad­ 
mission to the bouse, followed the proces­ 
sion to the church. The procession passed 
between long lines of police through Lex­ 
ington avenue to Thirty-fourth street, to 
Madison avenue, to Forty-seventh street, to 
Fifth avenue, arriving at tiie church, cor­ 
ner of Forty-fifth street and Fifth avenue, 
at 8:50 A. m. 
The carriages passed noise­ 
lessly by the line of artillerymen and ma­ 
rines, formed in line, and the mourners 
alighted and entered the church. All along 
the line were immense throngs of people, 
who waited in respectful silence while the 
funeral train passed. 
CHURCH DECORATIONS. 
The exterior of the church was elabo­ 
rately decorated. The portico over the en­ 
trance and the massive pillars supporting 
it were covered with heavy black cloth, 
draped in festoons, hiding the stone en­ 
tirely from view. Crape covered the na­ 
tional flag, bung in artistic tolds over the 
door, caught up by rosettes and a small 
brass eagle. The walls of the vestibule 
were covered with black cloth, arranged in 
plaited folds, over which hung the national 
colors, covered with crape. The decora­ 
tions of the interior were very simple and 
tasteful. The first six pews on each side 
of the center aisle were reserved for the 
family and pall-bearers. They were cov­ 
ered with crape 
THE INTERIOR OF THE CHANCEL 
NVas cushioned with black cloth, with the 
exception of the altar and reredos on the 
altar proper. Resting on each side of the 
cross were lighted candles. Below was 
placed a purple altar cross and black drap- 
ings. The outer chancel, organ loft, stalls, 
lecturn and pulpit were“draped with black 
cloth. The baptismal font, on the right 
side of the church in front of the stalls was 
tilled with lilies and terns. In the center 
was placed a small palm tree, the branches 
ol which drooped graceful ly over the flow­ 
ers. The sides of the fon t were covered 
with black cloth, over which hung long 
strings of smilax and maiden’s-hair ferns. 
Froir the front of the gallery, in the rear of 
the church, bung a festoon of black cioth. 
The hour set for the funeral was ‘J, but at 7 
o’clock, a large number of people bad 
gathered in front of the church. At that 
time several workmen were engaged in put­ 
ting the finishing touches on the drapery, 
and placing labels in the pews, designating 
where each organization would be sta­ 
tioned. A few minutes before8 o'clock the 
doors were opened and those without ad­ 
mitted. Ushers were stationed at the doors 
and showed the people to their seats. The 
church has a seating capacity of 750, but 
there were nearly 900 present, a large num­ 
ber being compelled to stand. 
AT THE PORTALS OF THE CHURCH 
The casket was met by a surpliced choir, 
followed by the clergy, wearing their col­ 
legiate hoods. As the casket was borne 
into the church, the choir formed in two 
lines and the congregation passed between 
them, heading the procession, intoning the 
opening lines of the Episcopal burial serv­ 
ice. When the procession reached the 
chancel, the choristers tiled into their stalls 
and the audience took 
its. The service 
began by singing part of ure Thirtieth and 
Ninetieth I’salms—“ Lord. Let Me Know 
Mine End”—the congregation standing. 
Rev. Dr. Ramsford read a lesson, begin­ 
ning with the words, “ Now is Christ risen 
from the dead.” The hymn, “ Nearer. My 
God, to Thee,” was joined in by the large 
congregation. The services were concluded 
with a benediction by Rev. Dr. Morgan. 
The choir then filed out and begun a re 
cessional hymn, followed by the clergy. 
LEAVING THE CHURCH. 
After the services the undertaker’s assist­ 
ants lifted the casket on their shoulders 
and proceeded slowly out of the church, 
followed by the pall-bearers, members of 
tbe family, the President and his Cabinet, 
Governor Hill and bis staff and representa­ 
tives of tbe army and navy. Meanwhile 
tbe throng outside tbe church had greatly 
Increased in number. The arrangements 
of the police were made on an elaborate 
scale. Over 1,000 men in full winter uni­ 
form lined the ronte and occupied positions 
where it was thought possible they might 
be useful. After the casket wa3 placed in 
the hearse, the cortege, to Chopin s funeral 
march, passed slowly between the long 
lints of jKilice through Forty-fifth street to 
Vandetbilt avenue. 
Among tbe hundreds of distinguished 
gentlemen present at the church were : 
Hon. James G. Blaine, Hon. John A. 
Logan, General B. F. Butler, Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher, Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, 
Senator Evarts, John Jacob Astor. General 
Schofield and staff. Senator John Sherman 
and ex-President R. R. Hayes. 
THE BURIAL AT ALBANY. 
A lbany, November 22d. — The train 
bearing tbe remains of ex-President Ar­ 
thur reached Albany at 1:22 o'clock this af­ 
ternoon. Owing to the fact that there was 
no public announcement of arrival, no 
crowd gatherer! at tbe station. The re­ 
mains were at once taken to the Rural 
Cemetery, where they were followed by the 
Common Council in a body, the Grant 
Club and other delegations. 
AT THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
W ashington, November 22d.—In accord­ 


ance with the President's order, the Exec­ 
utive Department! were all closed to-day. 
The emblems of mourning are profusely 
exhibited on all public buildings, on hotels 
and other buildings of a semi-public char­ 
acter. Flags were displayed at half-mast 
as a token of respect for the memory of the 
dead ex-President. A salute of thirteen 
guns was tired at tbe navy yard at daybreak 
and a solitary cannon boomed at intervals 
of half an hour throughout the day. At 
the navy yard and arsenal barracks the 
men were" paraded and the Presidential 
proclamation read to them, after which 
they were excused from active duty during 
the remainder of the day. 
AN IMPORTUNATE CRANK. 
New Y ork. November 22d.—While Pres­ 
ident Cleveland's carriage was waiting for 
him at tbe curb (the President having fol­ 
lowed the remains of ex-President Arthur 
into the Grand Central depot), a young 
man, dressed in a faded coat fastened 
across his breast by a wooden pin, and 
wearing a faded brown hat, worked bis 
way through the police lines and stepped 
upon a wheel beside the driver and a re­ 
porter. Handing his card to the reporter, 
he said : 
“ Will you please give that to Mr. Cleve­ 
land, and tell him I won't hurt him ? ’ 
The reporter read the card and saw tbe 
name, “ Nathan Schuler, Rondout, N. Y.” 
It was the crank who was arrested at the 
Albany Bi-centennial for an alleged at­ 
tempt upon the life of the President. 
“ What do you want of the President?” 
asked the reporter. 
“ I want you to tell him that I am harm­ 
less. I am the man who was arrested at 
Albany, hut I did not want to shoot him. 
1 am a friend of his. I would not hurt 
him. Please give him my card and tell 
him so, will you ?” 
The President’s face appeared at the New 
York Central door, and Schuler became 
more importunate. An officer pulled him 
away from the carriage, and he ran around 
to the other side and tried to climb upon 
the seat. Superintendent Murray’s atten-

THE STATE SENATORS. 
A nother Com m unication from Hon. W. 
. H. Parks Upon the Suhject. 
M a r v s v il l e , November 20, 1886. 
Eds. Record-Union : Is it frivolous, as 
charged by the San Francisco Chronicle, 
to discuss the constitutional right of the 
Legislature to extend the terra of its own 
Senators and shorten that of their suc­ 
cessors, as was attempted to be done by 
the Legislature of 1883? At this time, 
when the two great national parties are 
striving for the ascendency in the United 
States Senate, and the whole nation is 
watching every movement, it seems qnite 
proper to me to discuss the question of the 
power of the Legislature to change the 
term of its Senators at will. Was it con­ 
sidered frivolous for the Republicans of 
Ohio last winter to resist the attempt made 
by the Democrats to seat four or five ille­ 
gally elected members long enough to 
elect a United States Senator? Is it con­ 
sidered frivolous in the Indiana Repub­ 
licans at this time to resist the seating of a 
member who is constitutionally disqual­ 
ified ? Is it considered frivolous in the Re­ 
publicans of New Jersey to resist the count­ 
ing out of Republicans? If not, why then 
is it frivolous for California Republicans to 
resist the attempts of the Democrats to 
walk rough-shod over the Constitution and 
seat a whole Senate illegally elected? 
It is very evident the Democrats do not 
consider these frivolous matters. They 
thought the supremacy of the United 
States Senate of sufficient importance to 
scud Senator Gorman of the Executive 
Committee of the Democratic National 
Committee to debauch and bribe a portion 
of the California press to betray the Re­ 
publican party. Notwithstanding all this, 
the Chronicle asserts that “ the discussion 
of the question raised by Mr. Parks is re­ 
garded as utterly frivolous in all quarters, 
except in a small circle of men, which so 
frequently violated the Constitution just 
after its adoption.” ' 
I think tbe Chronicle is mistaken that 
none consider it frivolous except a few in 
whose pockets the coin still jingles that 
they received from the Democrats for be­ 
traying the Republican party. They are 
the ones most liable to think it a frivolous 
question. Those who desire to avoid the 
discussion of this question always dismiss 
it by referring to the fact that the Legisla­ 
ture of 1881 failed to reapportion the State, 
leaving one to infer that there was an irre­ 
concilable confusion created thereby. They 
have not the fairness to quote that portion 
of Section 6, Article IV., of the Constitu­ 
tion, which provides “ that until such dis­ 
tricting as herein provided for shall he 
made, Senators and Assemblymen shall be 
elected by the Districts according to the ap­ 
portionment now provided for by law.” 
The facts are, there is no conflict between 
the new Constitution and the law as it 
stood at the time, and the framers of the 
Constitution very wisely provided that in 
case the first Legislature after its adoption 
failed to reapportion the State, that the 
districts should remain just as they were. 
At that time the law provided that they 
should elect the Senators from the odd 
districts in 1884 and from the even districts 
in 1886, and so on alternating every two 
years. The Court ordered the election to 
be held in the odd districts in 1884, and the 
Governor should have issued his proclama­ 
tion for the election of Senators in the even 
districts in 1886. But instead of this he 
ordered the election of all of the Senators, 
and the election has been held under the 
provisions ot a law thatis unconstitutional, 
and the election must necessarily be void. 
But this in no wise interferes with the 
hold-over Senators; they were elected for 
four years, and under the terms of the Con­ 
stitution must so hold, and it will be their 
duty to meet and pass upon the question 
as to who shall be their associates. 
Another way of dismissing this question 
is to say the Governor will not recognize 
the Legislature composed of the hold-over 
Senators. Now, who does not know that 
the Governor lia3 nothing to do with rec­ 
ognizing the Legislature? The Legislature 
organizes and canvasses the vote for Gov­ 
ernor and publishes the result 
All 
this is done before the Governor is in­ 
augurated. 
After this the Governor- 
elect appears before the two houses, 
in joint Convention and takes the oath of 
office. Now, if the Governor-elect declines 
to be inaugurated, that will be his fault. 
Governor Sioneman will continue to be 
Governor until he consents to do so, or 
until a successor is elected who will qual­ 
ify. The Legislative Department is entirely 
independent of the Executive Department. 
The Chronicle, in its usual dogmatic style, 
declares what will take place— “ that the 
Legislature just elected will meet and pro­ 
ceed to business ; be recognized by the Gov­ 
ernor aud recognize him.” It is just barely 
possible that the Chronicle Is not authorized 
to speak for the Legislature-elect. It is 
barely possible that the House, after it is 
organized by the election of a Speaker, may 
conclude, as it will be plainly its duty to 
do, to recognize the hold-over Senators and 
those whom they may declare entitled to 
scats as the constitutional Senate. Vonrs 
truly.

Confirmation of Deductions Made by the 
Signal Service. 
f«. F. Bulletin, November 22LJ 
California weather is one ol the charac­ 
teristics of this coast which is becoming 
very familiar to all people east of the 
Sierras. The regularity with which rain 
appears (luring the winter, and its absence 
during the summer months, are due to laws 
which, while not yet perfectly understood, 
are being carefully studied. On this coast, 
by reason of the regularity of meteorologi­ 
cal phenomena, there is á better field for 
study than in the Last, where there is cou- 
stant change. 
Lieutenant Glassford, in charge of the Sig­ 
nal Service on this coast, has made a very 
caieful study ot the meteorological phe­ 
nomena found here, and has been enabled 
to throw much light on the subject of the 
weather. In a recent paper he says that 
“ wheu severe and stormy weather prevails 
on this coast, and especially in California, 
almost invariably the press dispatches 
announce from the East the preva­ 
lence of cold waves, 
snow block­ 
ades, 
tornadoes, etc. 
If complaint 
be made at any time that the climate 
of the Pacific coast is in no way superior 
to the ordinary Eastern weather, attention 
may be drawn to the fact that at that time 
cold waves, snows, etc., prevail over the 
East; if here the winds are high they are 
balanced by tornadoes or hurricanes there; 
if washouts delay travel on this slope, 
floods in the streams of the great Eastern 
valleys and seaboard do vastly more dam­ 
age ; if frosts nip the buds in our Califor­ 
nia citrus belr, in Florida oranges are 
frozen. These coincidences show a com­ 
mon sensitiveness to distant weather con­ 
ditions. Contrary to the usual rule in the 
States east of the Rocky Mountains, we 
have observed here a recurrence and per­ 
sistence of fine clear weather, or of rainy 
days for quite a period. The interruptions 
are slight" of short duration, and the preva­ 
lent types are unmistakable.” 
Confirmation of this is found in the 
weather reports which have been received 
from the East and different parts of this 
coast during the past few days. 
The storm of Saturday last went south 
and east. Saturday night it reached I,o3 
Angeles, which had 1.18 inches of rain. 
This forenoon it had reached Cheyenne, 
traveling east. The indications all seemed 
favorable at noon to-day for another storm 
to reach San Francisco during the early 
part or by the middle of the week. The 
noon reports received by the Signal Service 
showed that snow was falling at Portland, 
Ashland and Astoria. The morning report 
for the hours preceding 7 a. m. to-day. by 
the railroad, showed snow then to be fall­ 
ing as far south as Deraing and Lordsburg, 
N. M. Snow was falling in the Sierra, 
where Cisco had a record of ten inches, ami 
fifteen inches had fallen at the Summit. It 
was snowing at Truckee, Prosser Creek, 
Halleck, Battle Mountain, Toana, Kelton, 
Promontory, Blue Creek, Corinue, and in 
fact all the way to Ogden. At Corinue ten 
inches cf snow had fallen, and at Ogden 51 
inches. Rain was falling this morning at 
Chico, which had .15 of an inch; Red 
Bluff, .35 ; South Vallejo. .39; Suisun, .21 ; 
Modesto, .59 : Turlock, .50 ; Merced, .25 ; 
Athlone, .92; Bordeu, .65; Fresno, .70; 
Selma, .59; Kingsburg, ,.57 ; Traver, .57 ; 
Keene, .05. At Tehachepi it was cloudy, 
but there was no record of rainfall during 
twenty-four hours preceding 7 a. m. The 
storm of Saturday Í3 considered to be over 
here. The next one is predicted to be 
heavy.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


SHOCKIN'li ACCIDENT. 


An E lderly W om an W liile R eselling a 
Child R eceive» F atal Injuries. 
A bout 10 o’clock yesterday m orning, 
Mrs. Barbara H em phill, residing at Sixth 
and F streets, was run over by a car, while 
endeavoring to rescue her little grandchild 
from threatened death, and received such 
injuries that it is not probable that she can 
recover. There are two railroad tracks on 
Sixth street, close to her residence, and at 
the hour m entioned a switch-engine was 
backing a train of fourteen cars down on 
one of them to couple on eight more freight 
cars th at were standing there. The child, 
only about thirty m onths 
old, son of 
Jam es Sloat, an employe in the railroad 
boiler-sbop, had been visiting his grand­ 
m other, and was out playing with a dog. 
W hen the train backed up against the cars 
standing on the track the entire num ber 
moved on a little distance under the head­ 
way acquired. 
Mrs. H em phill glancing 
around, saw the little boy and dog on the 
track directly in the way of the moving 
cars, and im m ediately rushed to save the 
infant. She reached the latter a few yards 
in advance of the train, and was stooping 
over to grasp the child when the brake- 
beam struck her leg and caused her to fall 
forward upon the track, and in a second 
two wheels of the first truck had passed 
over her, and also one of the other truck, 
the last wheel resting against her in such a 
m anner that it was a little tim e before she 
could be extricated. She was carried into 
her house and surgeons soon attended her. 
They found that both legs were crushed 
just above the knee, and expressed the be­ 
lief that she could not survive the injury, 
though she m ight possibly live a day or 
two. She is a widow, nearly 50 years of 
age. The child, after its grandm other fell, 
was pushed along by the car, bat Patrick 
H allanan, who was working outside the 
foundry in the imm ediate vicinity of where 
the accident occurred, ran and picked it up. 
H e was also struck by the car while he was 
so doing, but not much hurt. The dog 
w ith which the little boy was playing was 
run over and killed. 
A t a late hour last night Mrs. H em phill 
was reported to be still alive. She has re­ 
fused to have her limbs am putated, saying 
that she had all her life had a hard tim e to 
gain a living when she had two sound legs, 
and she could not see any hope for her if 
thev were cut off. Therelore she preferred 
to die w ith them on. 


Lat the P olice B ounce H im . 
A colored man, who should receive the 
prom pt attention of the police, is going 
about the town ostensibly as a fortune­ 
teller.

This appears to be in im itation of an inci­ 
dent that occurred in the eariy history of 
m ankind, when the devil promised the 
“first lady of the land” a sim ilar power 
from eating an apple. Perhaps the tem pter 
had a fly powder in the apple. 
But, how­ 
ever that may be, we are informed that he 
got in his work effectively, and that a 
grand bounce of the beguiled couple soon 
followed. Profiting from the light of the 
past, the proper thing to be done in the 
present case is for the police to give this 
jxirticular devil an effectual bounce from 
town at the earliest possible m om ent. 


Prison Directors. 
A t the meeting of the Prison Directors at 
Folsom, all th e ’members were present— 
Jo h n Boggs, W . C. Hendricks, d iaries 
Sonntag. It. T. Devlin and Jas. H . W ilkins. 
T he usual routine business was transacted, 
receiving the report of the W arden, audit­ 
ing bills (or supplies, exam ining the books 
of the officers. The plans and specifications 
for the iron roof for the cell building, sub­ 
m itted by A. E. Hatherton, architect, were 
adop.ed, and General McComb was in ­ 
structed to advertise for proposals for sup­ 
plying the necessary m aterial. T he supple­ 
m ental report of the W arden, on the condi­ 
tion of the litigation with the Folsom 
W ater Power Company, was ordered to be 
incorporated with the annual report. The 
Directors took up their report as Penologi­ 
cal Commissioners, and devoted considera­ 
ble tim e to it. 
The report comprises 600 
pages of m anuscript. 
The next meetings 
will be held on December 13th, at Folsom, 
and on the 17th at San Quentin. 


CITY TRUSTEES. 


Specifications for New W ater W orks Ma- 
cliinery—School Election. 
The Board of City Trustees m et in regu­ 
lar session yesterday morning, all the 
members present. 
The Clerk of the Board was directed to 
advertise for sealed proposals for doing the 
city printing, for furnishing prison supplies 
and water taps. 
He was also directed to 
give ten days’ notice that a city election 
will be held on Monday. December 6th, for 
four School Directors (one for each ward) 
and to decide whether or not a tax should 
be levied1 to assist the Northern California 
Im m igration Association. 
A petition with a long list of signatures 
was presented to the Board, calling their 
attention to the disg'aceful and deplorable 
condition of the drainage canal below the 
city. The citizens in that vicinity have 
m uch to complain of, and justly so, too. 
The authorities should remedy the evil, 
and if they dum p the sewage of the city 
upon a m an’s tarm in all its rottenness 
an d disease-breedingcondition, they should 
either pay him proper damages or m ake 
some eff ort to take care of the sewage. The 
petition sets forth “ that the canal below 
the bridge at Sutterville is practically no 
canal at all, and consequently the filth 
collects above and becomes a fetid mass of 
deadly poison, the effects of which are felt 
for miles around.” 
The petition was referred to Street Com­ 
missioner ltyan, who promised to attend to 
it without a moment’s delay. 
If the case is one-half as bad as repre­ 
sented, and the complainants areallh o n o r­ 
able persons, it is a m atter that should at 
once engage the attention of the Health Of­ 
ficer and the local Board of H ealth. 
If it 
is true as stated, that from it arises foul 
odors laden with disease germs, then every 
breeze that blows from the south brings 
poison to our city. 
The Street Commissioner was directed to 
advertise for sealed proposals for the im ­ 
provement of Twenty-fourth street, from It 
to Y, according to specifications on file. 
The grade on the street has been established 
as follows : 
At S street, 20 feet above low- 
water m ark in the river ; at T, 181 feet; U, 
17J feet; V, 17 feet: W, 1G feet; X , 171 leet; 
Y, 22 feet. 
The City Engineer was directed to pre­ 
pare plans and specifications for the im ­ 
provement of Twenty-fourth street, from 
11 to G, as per resolution passed by the 
Board September 20th, and to make an es­ 
tim ate of the cost of the saíne. The Street 
Commissioner was directed to advertise for 
bids for doing the work according to the 
plans and specifications. 
One of the principal advantages th at was 
urged in favor of the Blue Lake water, was 
that it dispensed with all pum ping m a­ 
chinery, and in that way would be a great 
saving'to the city, besides giving our citi­ 
zens clear water, as pure'os the snow itself 
and as health-giving as any to be obtained 
in the higher Sierras. '1 hat the old Holly 
is worn out, everybody knows, and that at 
any tim e a break-down will occur, no one 
doubts, and were it not for the old-reliable 
Stevens pum p the people of this city 
m ight be alarmed. The Trustees evidently 
don’t intend to give the citizens what 
they want—m ountain water,with hydraulic 
pressure, and now comes the third Trustee 
with another scheme with the old Holly 
Manufacturing Company, of Lockport, N. 
Y. They want $21,000 for another pump. 
It is stated that this pum p, the Gaskill.wfll 
pum p 8,000,000 gallons every twenty-four 
hours. 'I he m atter was referred to the 
City Engineer and the Chief Engineer of 
the* W ater W orks. “ If the m atter is left 
to a vote of the people,” remarked a citi­ 
zen last evening, “ there will be no more 
Holly pum ps purchased. W hat we want, 
require, should have, and a proper care of 
the health of the city demands, is m ount­ 
ain water.” 
After auditing a num ber of bills, the 
Board adjourned. 


MEETING OF MILITARY OFFICERS. 


G ray P a r d o n e d . —On Saturday Governor 
Stoneman, at tne urgent solicitation of the 
unanim ous Board of Prison Directors, a 
large num ber of San Francisco’s most in ­ 
fluential citizens, the officers who prose­ 
cuted and the Judge who sentenced him, 
pardoned John S. Gray, the defaulting Sec­ 
retary of the H arbor Commissioners. The 
petitioners claim that his m ind is becoming 
impaired, and that farther incarceration 
■would inevitably destroy his reason—a 
punishm ent far more severe than was con­ 
tem plated by the Judge who imposed the 
sentence, or was demanded by the offense. 
H e was convicted of the crim e of embezzle­ 
m ent in November, 1883, and sentenced to 
ten yearn’ imprisonment. 


F a t a l R e s u lt.—Mention was m ade in 
yesterday’s R k co rd -U n io n of the fact that 
a little son of Frank Ruhstaller, aged 
about 16 m onths, fell into a tub of hot 
water on Saturday and 
was 
seriously 
scalded. It was hoped that its injuries 
were not dangerous, but despite everything 
that could be done for its relief the little 
one died early yesterday m orning. 
Mr. 
and Mrs. Ruhstaller have been sadly afflict­ 
ed by death, they having lost two of their 
children several years ago, when their res­ 
idence on K street, between Fourth and 
Fifth, was destroyed by tire, which spread 
so rapidlv that the children could not he 
rescued, although heroic efforts were made 
to save them .

San F r a n c is c o , November 22d.—It was 
supposed by some that the Sullivan-P.yan 
glove contest would dw arf the interest felt 
in the Burke-Dempsey fight, which took 
place to-night. If, however, public inter­ 
est in the two contests is to be measured by 
the results, then the Burke-Dempsey af­ 
fair has proved itself a much more interest­ 
ing and im portant event than was the 
great knock-out of Ryan by Sullivan- 
Burke and Dempsey were both know n to 
be good men and evenly matched. Dcmp- 
sey had the reputation of being the harder 
hitter, while at the same tim e he went into 
the ring with the prestige of being the 
winner of thirtv battles. Burke, on the 
other hand, was believed to have largely 
gained in hitting power, and to have had 
the advantage of more scientific training, 
and to be in better fighting condition than 
his opponent. Besides this, it was well 
known that 


BOTH MEN “ MEANT BUSINESS,” 
And that if not stopped by the police, 
neither would give way until torced to. 
Everything consequently contributed to 
make the m atch one of the most interest­ 
ing and best contested ever witnessed in 
this city. As early as 4:30 thi3 afternoon 
Larkin’street, in front of the I’avilion, was 
filled with people, each determined to get 
a front place this time, if they never did 
again. By 7 o’clock the crowd had so in ­ 
creased in numbers as m ust have brought 
delight to the hearts of those destined to 
share in the receipts. 
W hen the m ain 
doors were throw n open it took the com­ 
bined efforts of a squad of police and door­ 
keepers to keep the crowd from rushing in 
without handing out their money or tick­ 
ets. 
For a few m oments it looked as if 
the match inside would be preceded by a 
more dangerous one outside, but when the 
crowd saw they would not be permitted to 
force their way in, they good-naturedly 
fell back, each one taking his turn. 


A LONG WAIT. 
• Parson ” Davies, m anager for Burke, 
took m uch trouble to effect good arrange­ 
m ents for a punctual start, which was 
tim ed for 10 o’clock, but 10:20 o’clock ar­ 
rived w ithout any sign of the “ stars.” 
The audience, w hich had hoped for better 
things, manifested its im patience by stam p­ 
ing, whistles and cat-calls. A t 10:24 o'clock 
Burke forced his way through the crowd 
and jum ped through the ropes into the 
ring. 
H e was greeted w ith loud applause. 
Quickly following him came Jack Demp­ 
sey. H is appearance increased the ap­ 
plause, which continued until both m en 
were quietly seated. 


DIFFICULTY IN GETTING A REFEREE. 
Captain H iram Cook, of this city, was 
announced 
as referee. 
Loud calls for 
Cook followed, but he failed to put in an 
appearance. Cries for Sullivan and Ryan 
then were heard on all sides, hut although 
they were present they made no response. 
Several others were requested to act as re­ 
feree, but they all declined. A t this mo­ 
m ent a loud crash wa3 heard at the Hayes- 
street side of the hall, near Polk street, 
followed by the breaking in of the large 
doors, and the entrance of about 100 men, 
who thus succeeded in witnessing the con­ 
test free of charge. Steve Taylor announced 
th at they were ready to take any responsi­ 
ble m an in the house. Yells of “ Paddy 
Ryan,” “ Billy Jordan,” “ Seymour,” and 
“Charlie Rooney,” quickly followed. These 
either refused or were not accepted. Tay­ 
lor then again asked for silence, and said : 
“ We are willing to take Sullivan—a square 
man to everybody.” B ut Sullivan also 
stoutly refused. 
After m uch further parleying, Frank 
Crockett was mentioned. H e was finally 
selected referee. 
The struggle for tim e­ 
keepers began, but was dropped upon ob 
jections to Crockett by Burke. The matter 
was finally settled by Crockett being chosen 
referee for Burke, and Jack H allm an for 
Dempsey. 
T H E FIG H T BEGINS. 
As soon as tim e was called, at 11:08 p. m., 
both men prom ptly responded. No sooner 
did they come together than Dempsey let 
out 
his 
left and 
reached Burke in 
the 
small ribs. Both 
men then be­ 
came wary. 
Burke then led and reached 
Dempsey a sm art 
blow on the chest. 
Dempsey got a left-hander in on Burke, 
who later repaid him in the same style. 
Caution on both sides was then noticeable. 
In the latter part of the round fighting 
occurred which resulted slightly in favor 
of Burke. A clinch followed, and after 
some more sparring, tim e for the first 
round was called. 
Second round—The men came to the 
scratch promptly, sparring cautiously for 
an opening, Dempsey leading with his left 
twice 
on Burke’s stomach. 
The men 
clinched, but broke away, Dempsey land­ 
ing» heavy right-hander on Burke's cheek. 
Burke got in two right-handers on Demp­ 
sey's m outh, Burke forcing the fight with a 
terrific left-hander on Dempsey’s neck, and 
tollowing it with another on Dempsey’s 
ribs. 
Third round—Dempsey led w ith his left 
for Burke's body. Some rapid exchanges 
followed. The round was marked by quick 
exchanges. 
Fourth round—Dempsey led off w ith his 
left on Burke's stomach, each scoring a 
like blow, Burke following it up with a 
heavy right-hander on Dempsey's neck. 
Dempsey next led with his left, reaching 
Burke’sw ind. Dempsey was forced against 
the ropes and slipped, and Burke’s right­ 
hander was too high. He next took Demp- 
s y on the throat, and m aintained the ag­ 
gressive throughout the round. 
Dempsey 
was now more careful and cautious. 
Fifth round—This opened w ith a quick 
exchange. 
Dempsey aimed a vicious left­ 
hander at Burke’s stomach, but missed. 
Burke countered with effect twice, which 
caused Dempsey only to give a wicked 
smile. 
Some in-fighting and more ex­ 
changes ended the round. 
Sixth round—This opened with Burke 
decidedly fresh, and Dempsey a trifle wor­ 
ried aud apparently somewhat winded. 
Burke landed another heavy right on 
Dempsey’s head, followed closely by an 
upper cut with his left, Dempsey landing a 
straight left-liander cn Burke’s m outh. 
Dempsey again got in a right-hander on 
Burke's bellows, Burke several times m ak­ 
ing pretty stops and landing his right heav­ 
ily on Dempsey’s jaw. 
Seventh round—Both men appeared to 
be weakened from their efforts, and the 
first part of the round was sparring for 
wind. 
Dempsey again hit Burke a light 
body blow. Burke then began to force the 
fighting, and succeeded in getting in two 
heavy body blows. 
Eighth round—Both men were in good 
order, Dempsey leading short and being 
soon after countered by Burke.
